GRAND JUAY STRIKES BLOW 


Evidence Secured on Kentucky Derby

Assistant Chief Schuettlier and the grand 
jury sprung a complete surprise on the hand- 
book operators of Chicago last night. When 
detectives began to check up early this morn- 
ing after the night's descent on the men 
who live by laying odds on horse races, more 
than a dozen of the city’s most elusive gam- 
bless had been landed in jail.

The raid on the “ bookies " was made after 
the grand jury returned fifty indictments. 
against nineteen members of the race horse 
gambijng fraternity. Capiases had been pre- 
pared in advance and when secret indich 
ments were returned before Judge George 
Kersten in the Crimmal court buliding at 6 
o'clock yesterday, Detectives Joseph Cahill 
and George Demar of Schuettier's staf 
started after the indicted men in automo- 
biles. ; 


Arrest Some at Work. 

The detectives arrested somie of the book- 
makers before they finished checking the re- 
turns for the day. They were hauled from 
cigar stores, saloons, and barber shops, 
loaded into the eutemobiles, and taken te 
the nearest police stations. Later in the night 
they were taken to the county jail.

Made a. “Slave” of Sir John 
Scott, Who Willed Her 
$5,000,000, 


HIS TWO SISTERS TESTIFY.

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 27.—The probate and di- 
vorce division of the High Court of Justice 
was more crowded than ever today by well 
dressed people of leisure, especially women, 
when the hearing in the contest of the will 
ef Sir John Murray Scott, who left a $5,000, - 
000 estate to Lady Sackville of Knole Park, 
Kent, wife of Baron Sackville. was resumed. 

The probate of the will is opposed by Mal- 
colm Scott, a brother of the decedent, on the 
ground of undue influence. He has offered 
a reward of $50,000 for the production of an 
alleged codicil] executed by Sir John after he 
ha@ signed the original document, and a 
search for ft is going on in Europe and the 
United States. 

The case is proving to be one of the biggest 
attractions of the season. People bring sand- 
wich luncheons and do not le«ve their places 
during the recess for feur they will lose their 
seats. Lady Sackville, notwithstanding the 
warmth of the courtroom, wear’ throughout 
the proceedings a feather boa and veil which 
almost completely hide her face. 

Sir John’s Sisters Testify. 

A feature of today’s proceedings wae the 
testimony of Sir John’s two sisters, the 
Misses Alicia and Mary, and-his brother, 
Walter. The sisters confirmed the previous 
testimony as to the influence of Lady Sack- 
ville over Sir John, who, they said, was 
weak. 
Lady Sackville had made love to himeelf. 

Miss Alicia Scott described Sir John as 
“exactly like a slave,” in the presence of 
Lady Sackville. He seemed to be powerless | 
before her and would carry messages, letters, 
‘and parcels at her bidding. 

Sir Eaward Carson, of counsel for Lady 
Sackville, in his cross examination elicitéd 
the fact that the witness (Mies Alicia) and 
other relatives had destroyed various letters 
after Sir John’s death, but had not destroyed 
any documents. 

‘The witness said Sir John had assured him- 
self and her brothers and sisters that he 
would leave them well off, but although they 
were aware when they destroyed the letters 
that he had left Lady Sackville considerable 
property, they had raised no question about 


it at that time. 


Admits Being Well Treated. 

The witness admitted that Sir John had 
tre his sisters brothers “ fairly 
handsomely ” during his lifetime. He gave 
the sisters $25,000 each In 1899 and provided 
them with servants, horses, and carriages. 
He built houses for his brothers, to whom he 
gave snfall allowances. She admitted that 
there bad never ben any disagreement be- 
tween them, except in regard to Lady Sack- 


“nes Alicia aleo admitted that Sir John's 
legacies amounted to §1,150,000 apart from 
the $5,000.000 which he bequeathed to Lady

Sackville mesmeriged him, but hed a “ kind 
of spell over him.” 

Lady Sackville, the witness seid, used to 
make mischief in the Scott family and tried 
to get Sir John away from them. Referring 
to the angry scenes which leé the servants 
to describe Lady Sackhyvile as an “ earth- 
quake,” and resulted in the latter leaving 
the house in high dudgeon. the witness said 
that Sir John wag delighted at her de- 
parture. 

Testimony of Miss Mary Scott confirmed 
that of her sister Alicia. She sald that Sir 
John always seemed to be frightened when 
Lady Sackville was present and always 
cringed to her. Sir John, the witness said, 
was most kind hearted. but very weak, 
rather vain, and affected by flattery. 


Never Had a Liaison, 

Walter Scott then took the witness stand. 
He quoted his brother, Sir John, a8 saying 
to him on a certain occasion: 

‘The giris think there is a liaison between 
Lady Sackville anc me I never bad @ 
lia‘son with anybody.” 

Walter Scott then related an incident which 
brought some comic relief to the proceedings 
and eet the whole court, including the judge, 
into laughter. On one of his birthdays, 
Lady Sackville suddenly said to him: 

“I want to talk with you I will take 
my Courage in both my hands. My father 
has noticed thet you and I do not get alang 
too well. You are young and it is a pity 
to wreck your Mfe, but John is a man of the 
world and I can do what I like with him.” 

The witness reddened as he told this story. 
He added that he wes most embarrassed and 
did not know what toe sayinrepiy. To the 
question of counsel: “ What did you do?”

Ballots Put Into Suitcase. 
John J. Sundberg, 1507 Hollywood avenue,

Young was brought back to Chicago 
and confessed. 


Aged Mother Collapses. 

As Judge Petit sentenced Young his aged 
mother ecollapeed and was led, weeping, from 
the room. Later, when the prigoner’s wife 
and their 10 months’ old baby visited him at 
the jail, he also broke down. He probably 
will go to Joliet Monday afternoon, Young 
lived at 1729 North Lawndale avenue.

CHECK JOY RIDING 


Citizens Roused by Fatal Re- 
sults of Unrestrained 


Night Speeding. 
ANOTHER BRIDGE MISHAP. 


Chauffeur Takes Out Employer’s 
Car, and Four of Six in It 
Are Injured. 


The plunge of another “ joy riding ” party 
through a bridge railing and into a slough in 
Bellwood early yesterday morning caused ip- 
juries to the four riders and came near caus- 
ing a fatality like that at the jackknife bridge 
in Lincoln park twenty-four hours earlier, 
when two were killed. 

Following by only a few hoursanother some- 
what similar accident, in which a woman was 
hurt so badly she was forced to have a leg 
amputated, it immediately aroused e crusade 
against the police methods which make “ joy 
riding’ possible. It appears there are sufll- 
cient police to afford protection, but they are 
not at work when they are needed. The 
Bellwood aceident occurred beyond the city 
limits,- but the other cases were within city 
jurisdiction. 

It is pointed out that the greatest amount 
of reckless driving is after 11 p. m, when 
traffic is fairly light. From then until dawn 
the “joy rider” is at large. 


Admit Speeding After Midnight. 

In face of this known condition, it is this 
time when police protection is near the mini- 
mum. 

Inquiry yesterday tended to support the 
charge of inadequate police protection dur- 
ing the night hours. It was ascertained that 
while there are plenty of “ coppers "—motor 
and foot—to handle the speeders in the day- 
time, there are only a few on band to take inte 
custody the half or fully intoxicated opera- 
tors who tear through the boulevards sixty 
miles an hour during the night. 

It was ascertained that after 11 o'clock 
only six park policemen are on hand tio watch 
the network of boulevards in and about Lin- 
coln ‘park from 11 to 8. Three of these men 
are mounted on motorcycles. 

Sergeant Dubuc of the city motorcycle 
squad said that sixteen men from his depart- 
ment are assigned to nightduty. They quit 
work, however, at la.m. That is the hour 
when the “joy rider” usually reaches the 
zenith of his hilarity.

Alpha Delta Phi, for Racial Rea- 
sons, Quits N. Y. College. 


ALUMNI THREATEN TO BOLT. 


Majority Leave Local Club and May 
Resign from Society. 


New York, June 27.—[Special. ]—Aloha Del- 
ta Phi, one of the largest of the Greek lettér 
college fraternities, has withdrawn the char- 
ter of its chapter at the College of the City of 
New York. Race prejudice is given as the 
reason for abolishing a chapter which had 
been in existence fifty-nine years and which 
has many distinguished alumni. 

This action was taken as the result of a 
vote by the twenty-four chapters of the fra- 
ternity on a minority report submitted by 
four of the nine members of the cotnmitree 
of associated councilors. The gist of this 
report was that “‘the Jewish element is 
greatly in excess at ‘the College of the Cliy 
of New York,” and “ that it is lacking .n fer- 
tility as a field for Alpha Deita Phi.” 


Case Interest Widespread. 

Interest in the action of the Alpha Delta 
fraternity was not confined to members of 
that organization, although the alumni mem- 
bers of the college chapter were most bitter 
in their denunciation of it. 

Greek letter men of many other societies 
deprecated the abolition of the Alpha Delta 
Phi chapter at the City college. They sailf% 
that all fraternities would feel alike the re- 
sultant criticism and one or two recalled a 
threat of legislation to prohibit in this state 
Greek letter societies in colleges that have 
state aid. These men feared that the ene- 
mies of college secret societies would find an 
argument hard to answer in the City college 
case. 

Such Alpha Delta Phi men as could be 
found who favored the action taken by their 
fraternity put their opposition frankly on 
racial grounds. They said that it had been 
found that chapterea cf the fraternity outside 
of New York were opposed to admitting 
Jews to the organization, and that the ad- 
mission of Jews was necessary to the ex- 
istence of the City college chapter, since the 
Jewish element predominated in the college. 


Many Alumni Withdraw. 

The resentment of the alumni of the local 
chapter has already expr@ssed itself in the 
withdrawal from the Alpha Delta Phi club 
at 136 West Forty-fourth street of a major- 
ity of the alumni of the City college chapter. 

The club is composed of graduate mem- 
bers of the fraternity, and men from most 
or all of its chapters meet there. 

Of the members seventy were City college 
graduates, and Nelson 8. Spenser, counsel 
for the City college chapter, said today 
that probably all would withdraw. 

It is even possible, it was said, that the 
alumni may sever their relations with their 
fraternity.

Senator Fall of New Mexico attacked the 
present policy and asked for the repeal of | 
the so-called “ neutrality "’ resolution of the 
last congress. Under this authority, he said, 
arms were permitted to go across the border 
to the Huerta faction, but were prevented by 
the armed forces of the United States from 
going to the factions opposed to Huerta. 


Whites Control Mexico’s Future, 

His speech brought a response frora Sena- 
tor Bacon, chairman of the foreign relations 
committee, that was regarded by some as 
voicing the attitude of the administration. ; 
Senator Bacon said the solution for the pres- | 
ent difficulties in Mexico lay in the white men 
of the republic, constituting the educated 
classes, taking up arms to establish order. 


Tells of Rebel Victory. 

Douglas, Ariz., June 27.—Gen. Obregon, one 
of the rebel commanders at the battle of 
Ortiz, wired to the constitutionalist junta 
today as follows: 

* Battle ended at 8:30 o’clock Thursday 
morning after seven days fighting. Our 
forces captured thirty-nine cannon and five 
machine guns from the federals. We also 
captured thirty carloads of ammunition for 
field and machine guns. We picked up the 
bodies of 200 federals. Our losses are not yet 


known exactly.”

THE PIONEER. 

Occasionally an Dlinois suffragist, joining 
the earned triumph, mentions Susan B. An- 
thony—a name for suffrage to keep in mind 
possibly more than it does. When memorials 
are set up and monuments raised, where rec- 
ords are written and inscriptions carved, the 
name of that fine, rare woman must come 
first. The days of thin gruel and hard cakes 
were hers, when she led a handful against 
the multitudes, when she met jest with wit 
and argument with reason, when she was 
not discouraged meeting indifference, and 
not dismayed finding apathy—a wise, 
strong, indomitable lady. 


LIGHT WEAR FOR POLICEMEN. 

Why should a policeman be compelled to 
wear a heavy blue blouse loaded with but- 
tons and closed to the collar? 

It does not make him more efficient. It 
makes him less so. Every summer sym- 
pathetic readers of Tum Trisunz appeal on 
behalf of the patrolman, especially the down- 
town traffic men who stand hours in the 
tropic cafions of streets, swathed in almost 
arctic clothing. 

It is wrong and it can be righted. Sol- 
diers and sailors no longer wear the heavy 
blue. Why should not policemen have a 
trim and soldierly summer fatigue uniform 
of khaki or some other appropriate staff? 

Here is something for the police depart- 
ment to think about and act upon. 


IF MR. DUNNE WILL REFLECT. 

Downstate they tell us that Chicago has 
proved its unfitness to control its utilities 
and they’ refer to the judicial calmness 
with which the firm of Haitch & Haltch 
fixed the price of gas at 70 cents and in- 
flated their declamation with it. If we 
stutter a bit in answering this charge It 
is only with eagerness to exclaim that the 
firm of Haitch & Heaitch will not always 
be with us. 

If they were to be, we'd prefer a state 
commission of which three members were 
to be appointed from the Northern [li- 
nois Hospital for the Insane and two mem- 
bers from the BDastern Illinois Hospital for 
the Insane. Such a commission would be 
as rational and might not be as noisy. 

But Goy. Dunne need not save us from 
continuing disaster. Chicago prefers to take 
its chances with the Haitch & Haitchers 
and it has a right to ask from a former 
mayor the preservation of home rule. He 
would have been apopleptie if Charles S. 
Deneen in 1905 had been on the point of 
signing such @ bill as the utilities bill. 

If Mr. Dunne will pause for a moment 
to reflect what he would have said and 
dione in that year if Mr. Deneen had been 
about te write “ approved ” on euch an act 
he will break a pen putting his veto on the 
measure. 


BANKS SHOULD BE REPRESENTED. 

Among the four principal suggestions for 
amendment of the Owen-Glass bill, one at 
least is nontechnical and may be compre- 
hended by any one however ignorant of 
banking or economics. This is the appeal 
for direct banking representation upon the 
central reserve board. 

The appeal is just and rational. The bill 
as introduced provides that this all powerful 
board shall consist of members ex-officio or 
appointed by the president. On behalf of the 
banks it is proposed that they be given 
direct representation by the selection by the 
president of four members from a list of 
twelve chosen, one each by the twelve re- 
gional associations. 

Objection to this will hardly be made 


except by demagogues or men hysterica'ty |

» Mrs. Young’s recommendation is very 
carefully safeguarded, as will be seen from 
its text, which is as follows: 

“The superintendent recommends , that 
specialists in sex hygiene who lecture in sim- 
ple, yet scientifically correct language he 
secured to give in the fall term of 1912 a 
course of three lectures on sex hygiene in 
each of the twenty-one high schools, the 
pupils to be grouped in reasonable numburs, 
boys and girls separate, provided that all 
pupils who bring notes from their parents 
asking to have them excused shall be ex- 
eneed; that after December, 1913, the lec- 
tures be limited to first year classes in 
physiology and hygiene or in biology; that 
one talk on personal purity be made by 
specialists to children tn groups in the mid- 
die and upper grades of every elementary 
school; that kindergartners, teachers in the 
lower grades, and nurses be requested to 
endeavor to guard the young children from 
practices taught by the unchasteé. 

“ The superintendent further recommends 
that a list of lectures for the high schovwls 
and also a list for the elementary +chools 
be prepared by the supérintendent and sub- 
mitted to the committee on school manage- 
ment in September; that $10,000 be ap- 
portioned from the contingent fund for sal- 
aries, subject to concurrence by the comumnit- 
tee on finance.” 

A very little experience of life is enough

The advance proposed is far too important

Nothing shows our advance fn real civil- 
zation, our humane progress, more than this 
movement for honesty, intelligence, and a 
higher moral spirit as to the facts of sex. 
That it has been so widely and even eageriy 
approved is evidence of the great@eed of it. 
The educational authorities of a great, en- 
lightened and progressive community like 
Chicago should not fail to act in accordance 
with the best thought of the world ‘in this 
vital matter.

To prevent mosquitoes from biting, How- 
ard recommends:

A few drops of this on a towel at the 
head of the bed will answer if the mosqui- 
toes are not especially hungry. To rub 
some on the face and hands is better. if 
the mixture has evaporated before morning 
and the mosquitoes are no longer kept at 
bay, substitute for it the following: 

Oil of citronella. .. .ccccscocesse sh OUNCE 
Liquid vaseline . .. cesses ceseess -40UNCES

ing to infect. Mosquitoes are persistent 
and they are certain to find imperfections 
in the sereening. Howard tells us to use 
bars and screens with twenty mesh to the 
inch and not to try anything’ less than fif- 
teen. 

But the great shortcoming is in the cracks 
around the screen. Gorgas says that an 
ordinary carpenter will never make things 
mosquito-proof. Howard advises that, 
where bars are used, one should not retire 
until he has gone over his mosquito bar 
with needle and thread and patched the 
holes. 

To catch the mosquitoes in the room the 
following method is used: A cup is nailed 
throvigh its bottom to the end of a broom 
handle. A teaspoonful of kerosene is put 
in the cup. It is easy to catch the mosqui- 
toes resting on the ceiling with this. A 
glass tumbler fastened to a stick has been 
used in the same way. 

—~— 

Mosquitoes are not travelers. Rarely do 
they go, or are they carried more than 800 
feet. If a wind storm is brewing, the mos- 
quitoes will seemingly sense it early and 
get into cracks and under leaves. 

The man who keeps his premises free of 
mosquito breeding places for a distance of 
300 feet from his house, will have little 
trouble with mosquitoes. To keep pools 
free from wigglers, sprinkle with oil about 
once every two weeks in hot weather. Usea 


oné part light. The oil on the surface must 
remain unbroken. A spray is the best meth- 
od of applying. A sprinkling can will do. 
If there is a fountain or pool in the yard, 
keep gold fish or top minnows in it. 

If a neighborhood or village wants to 
know how to run a mosquito campaign, let 
some one get Herms’ “ Malaria ”’ and read 
how some California communities cm- 
paigned.

so as to obtain from King Peter his sovereign 
consent to the union. 

Far from sanctioning it, King Peter and 
his government opposed the match, and, al- 
though Mme. Veenitch, the American wife of 
the Servian envoy in the French capital, 
wee an intimate friend of Mna Huger Pratt, 
neither she mor the minister was present at 
the wedding, nor took any cognizance there- 
of. 

The family statutes of the royal house of 
Servia, enacted by the Servian legisiature 
and signed by King Peter, declare that the 
royal family consists of two branches—name- 
ly: the reigning and the nonreigning line 
The former consisuw of the king, his two 
eons, George and Alexander; his daughter, 
Princess Helen, married to Prince John Con- 
stantinovitch of Russie; his’ brother, Prince 
Arséne, and Ageéne’s son, Prince Paul, a fel- 
low undergraduate of the Prince of Wales at 
Oxford. These alone ane entitled to the prefix 
of his royal highnesa, 

To the nonreigning branch belong Prince 
Alexis Karageorgevitch, who was over here 
ten years ago in a Val ettemmpt to secure 
the hand of the daughter of one of the great 
meat magmates of Chicago, and Princess 
Sarka Kerageorgevitch, his pother, the 
daughter of a major of the Servian army of 
the name of Micha Anastasavitch. 

Alexis and his mother, who have hitherto 
made their home in Paris, whewe they have 
lived in straitened circum#@tances by writing 
for newspapers and by painting menus, are 
only emtitled to the predicate of highmess.

The statutes further provide that mo meam- 
ber of the royel family, whether of the reign- 
ing or of the nonreigning branch, can con- 
tract any valid marriage without the sanc- 
tion of the king in council. If he fails te ob- 
tuim this permission, the marriage ig not 
recognized as legal, either in Servia or by any 
foreign court or government that is in diplo- 
matic relations with Servia. 

Any member of the house of Servia who, 
after obtaining permission of the king, con- 
tracts a marriage with a person of nonreyal) 
vr bourgeois birth, such ag Mrs. Huger 
Pratt, is required by law before the ceremony 
to remounce in the presence of the King the 
ptime minister, the president of the legisia- 
ture, the president of thé council of state, 
and the ministers of justice and war, ali 
rights, prerogatives, and immunities as a 
ecion of the royal family. 

The king may, ae an act of apecial grace, 
allow the menrber of his family entering upon 
a metrimondal alliance of this kind to re- 
tain the princely title borne until then, but 
on the distinct understanding that under ne 
circumstances will it be used by the other 
partmer of the union or by the children born 


thereof.

From this it is apparent that the marriage 
of Mre. Huger Pratt to Prince Alexis Kara- 
georgevitch is not recognized by the Servian 
erown and government, and that even if 
King Peter does relent and ultimately gives 
his coneent to the marriage, the American 
wife of Alexis will never be able lawfully te 
share his princely title. She will not be re- 
ceived at any court of Burope as Princess 
Alexis Karageorgevitch. 

Afexis is a third cousin of King Peter and 
ho mention of his name will be found in the 
pages of the Almanach de Gotha, devoted to 
the emumeration of the reigning family of 
Servia.

ures in Austrian life. He merits some atten- 
tion in this country owing to his pronounced 
hostility to everything American, the con-

He was formerly @ member of the lower 
house of the Austrian legislature. His reck- 
lessness of language there wae altogether 
phewmomenal He was in every semse of the 
word the enfant terrible of the parliament, 
whose utterances were dreaded alike by 
friend and foe, and he was so frequently sus- 
pended as a mensure of discipline that his 


constituents finally determined to replace | 


him by some one who would be in @ position 
more effectively to represent their interests 
im the national assembly. 

A few years ago he was not only deprived 
of his commiscrion as an Austriah cavalry 
officer om the reserve list, but was even made 
the object of a general order on the part of 
the minister of war to the effect that he was 
imcapable of granting satisfaction; that, ow- 
ing to his irresponsibility and allewed dishon- 
orable conduct, no one was under the neces- 
sity of either challenging him or accepting hie 
challenge. In one word, he was barred from 
the so-called fleld of honor. 

This is the only instance within the memory 
of the present generation of the issue, either 
in Austria or elsewhere in Europe, of an offi- 
clal general order such as this, which was 
equivalent to a sentence of social ostracism.

In 1911 this order was rescinded by the 
emperor, and Sternberg’s commission was 
restored to him, largely as the reguit of the 
efforts exercised in his behalf by olfi Princess 
Pauline Metternich, who never made any 
secret of her belief that the court called 
upon to inquire into the charges of question- 
able conduct in connection with a gambling 
transaction had allowed itself to be unduly 
influemoed by political prejudice and had con- 
demned him unfairly. 

It was, thanks to thia, that a new court was 
convened to reconsider the matter, which, 
dealing with it purely on its merits, compete- 
ly cleared him. 

Cqunt Sternberg took advantage of this to 
challenge, not long afterwards, Count Josepb 
Kareyi for having im the national legislature 
at Budapest spoken disparagingly of the 
Ausivian army as compared with that of 
Hungary, and sliced off the left ear of his 
opponent. 

Stenberg, who is a scion Of one of the 
most ilustrious houses of Aurope, had as 
his seconds on that occasion Prince Alfred 
Liechtenstein, who ts a brotherdn-law of 


Archduke Francis Ferdinand, and Prince 


Leopold Croy, a nephew of Archduchess 
‘Isabella, to Whom Count Sternberg himself 
is likewise rélated.

EUGENICS IN THE SCHOOLS.

—Mra Young, in her recommendation to the 
board of education, asked that all oMildren 
be excused from attendance on' the sex 
hygiene lectures when their parents request 
it.

Sneceeds Judge Baldwin, Who 
Is to Devote Himself te 
Chancery Cases, 


- WILL FOREGO A VACATION. 


Says He Intends to Stay in Chi- 
cago and Help Clear Crim- 
inal Calendar. 


The judges of the Circuit court elected Ade- 
lor J. Petit chief justice at a meeting yester- 
Gay. The new chief justice will succeed 
Judge Jesse A. Baldwin, who retires on July 
19.° Judge Merritt W. Pinckney was re- 
elected to the juvenile bench. 

The chief justice elect announced he would 
forego hie vacation and try criminal cases to 
clear the overcrowded county jail He said 
% was inhuman to keep the prisoners cooped 
up in the jail all summer while judges were 
enjoying themselves. 

“I want to relieve the crowded conditions 
fm the county jail,” he said. “It’s terridie 
that five men should be cooped up in one cell. 
I’é rather try those cases than take a vaca- 
tion. I will be there every day, not twodays 
@ week.” 

Wants Separate Criminal Court. 

In connection with the criminal cases Judge 
Petit said he favored a separate Criminal 
court with separate judges from the Circuit 
court. 

“There should be six criminal judges,” he 
gaid. “‘Men should be élected to the Crimi- 
nal court bench who have made a epecialty 
of criminal law and are acquainted with the 
methods of criminals. The constitution 

would have to be amended to establish such 
a court, but I firmly believe that it should 
be.” 

A discussion of the plan of calling in coun- 
try judges to assist the Cook county judges 
consumed most of the afternoon's meeting. 
Judge Baldwin established’ a precedent by 
calling in more than any other chief justice. 
The.sentiment of the majority of the judges 
was against calling in jurists outside of 
Cook county. The Bar association has op- 
posed outside judges. Judge Bakiwin ex- 

. plained, however, that 1,200 more cases had 
been disposed of in his term than in any pre- 
vious term. 

No action was taken on the question, but 
it will be discussed at the next meeting on 
July 7. 

Would Elect Appellate Judges. 

Judge Baldwin in his message to the judges 
recommended the election of Appellate judges 
inetead of taking nine Circuit judges for that 
court. Judge Baldwin praised the work of 
the Municipal courts, but protested against 
the comparison of the work of the city with 
the Circuly cuurta 

Judge Kickham Scanian and Judge John P. 
McGoorty were assigned to emergency cases. 
Judges Kersten and Walker will go to the 
Criminal court on Sept. 1: Judges Baldwin, 
McecGoorty, and Windes will attend to Chan- 
ory cases. 


CITY TO PAY ATTORNEY 
FOR DEFENSE OF POLICEMEN. 


Council Finance Committee Decides to 
Employ Miles J. Devine to Aid Men 
Called Before Trial Board.

The policemen have selected Miles J. De« 
vine, and his yeamy salary is to be $8,000

tions which can be transferred for this pur- 
pore. 

The argument in favor of the city paying 
for a lawyer to defend policemen is that the 
city has compelled the policamen’s union to 
G@isband. That association formerly em- 
ployed a lawyer to look after the interests of 
the policemen who appeared before the trial 
board.

In some 
schools the appearance of the work is excellent, 
but in four instances all the pupils have writ- 
ten upon the same subject and undoubtedly 
from a given outline. This method may be 
splendid for training, but for the arousing of a 
personal interest in Shakspeare the results do 
not seem as satisfactory as where greater lib- 
erty was allowed.

salary each month in such amounts to cover ‘ 


We spend 
each month:. Rent, $12; Mght, $1.60; table, 
$20, which includes milk, meat, and gasoline 
for cooking; ice, $1.50; insurance on- endow- 
ment plan, $22. 

We have three small childrén and I save a 
lot by being able to do their sewing and all 
of my own, with the exception of suits, coats, 
eto. I also make my husband's shirts. Most of 
the children’s clothes are made of good cast- 
off clothing, and after they are made up neatly 
and pressed well can hardly be told from 
new. 

We have meat once a day, but use more 
eggs and milk; have little pastry, but keep 
plain cake and cookies on hand most of the 
time. We have a small garden, so our. vege- 
tables do not cost us anything in the sum- 
mer time. I have a book in which everything 
is set down that money is spent for, so we 
see where we stand all the time. LM B 
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Astounded at the Prices. 


If I were one of the women who have to 
Go marketing ,every day on a limited purse 
I should certainly be terribly discouraged. To 
me it looks like a get rich scheme among some 
grocers. Last Saturday I did some marketing 
for a friend, and was perfectly astounded 
when I was charged 6 cents for two tiny to- 
matoes and 15 cents for a slice of ham a little 
larger than my hand. When I demurred at 
guch a price the butcher “obligingly” de- 
ducted 3 cents “for the big bone.” 

I ventured to ask this grocer why potatoes 
hadn't dropped when the freight houses last 
week were selling them for 17% cents per 
bushel. He grew indignant and said that was 
all newspaper bosh; that he had to pay 45 
cents a bushel in South Water street right 
along. 

I made up my mind after my experience with 
the tomatoes and ham to always watch the 
scales to see what I was being charged for. 
Now that the women have the vote, or will 
have, I hope they can do something towards 
solving the high cost of living problem, so that 
we may all share in the benefits of the 
solution. M Il. 
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Economy in Laundry. 

In reading the column every day I find it 
surprising how many of us are in the same 
boat—all looking after the little things. It is 
the little things that count. I have economized 
greatly in my laundry by sending my sheets, 
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take ice. I wrap the ice carefully in news- 
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Doing Well and Truly Contented. 

I am a plain little stenographer at $8 per 
week. Not being strong, am not able to take 
up with better paying and more straining 
work. As I have no parents a friend boards 
me, in cluding room and laundry, at $4.50 per 
week. I require two suits a year at $10 each: 
several hats, which I make and trim myself; 
one winter coat at $10, which lasts me two and 
sometimes three, seasons; three pairs of shoes 
and two pairs of rubbers. I select all my 
needs at sales and get the best values for 
the sum I am able to spend. , Gloves I use on 
Sunday and cold weather. As my friend is 
wonderfully kind to me and allows me the 
use of -her machine, I often make plain and 
simple light colored silk shirtwaists for my- 
self, buying remnants at 25 cents per yard. 
So by denying myself many little things that 
I see I can do without I save for a rainy day. 
My clothing expense, including everything, 
amounts to $75 per year; car fare, 70 cents 
a week; carry a small insurance at $5 per 
year; so I am able to save about $75 to $100 
per annum. As I don’t care to go out in the 
evening I make little sachet bags of lovely 
soft silk ribbon at 10 cents per yard, rem- 
nants, and little neck bows, for which I get 
25 cents from my friends, with which I buy 
little odds and ends that I don’t draw from 
my salary. So I think I do well on small 
salary, and am truly contented. M. V.

This is recommended by the English as a 
breakfast dish. It is something that may be 
manuged beautifully with two forks, fist as 
some of the French people eat fish.

Importance of Cleanliness.

is the first and most im- 
portant rule to be followed if one de- 
sires a perfect skin. The woman who 
prides herself on the fact that she never 
puts water or soap on her face admits 

that she is unclean. The flesh cannot be per- 

fectly clean if it is not allowed to shed its 

outer . cuticle. 

Water to the skin is like water to the stom- 
ach, absolutely necessary to the health. Flush- 
ing the face with water—first warm, then cold 
—will draw out many impurities. 

One-third of the facial sins are caused by 
neglecting the cuticle. The other two -thirds 
of the trouble comes from. within. 

Neglect of the body’s functions will cause 
stagnation. This sets its mark tmmediately 
upon the face as a warning. If you do not ob- 
serve this warning in the shape of yellow spots 
and eruptions and attend immediately to the 
inner machinery, getting it working regularly 
and clean, it will revenge itself upon you by 
placing disfiguring marks upon your face and 
then allowing them to darken ar enlarge until 
you are unsightly.

A great French dermatologist, Dr. Sabour- 
nard, in a recent lecture upon the “ Beauty of 
Woman,” made a most important’ statement 
which should be known to every woman who 
motors or drives, or even walks a great deal. 
This doctor, who has made a science of per- 
sonal beauty, holds that no womam should ex- 
pose her unprotetcted face to the elements. 
Vells should be worn at all times when motor- 
ing, but care should be taken in gelecting the 
quality and color of the veiling, as there are 
many colored veils the dyes of which are 
poisonous to the cuticle. 

Dr. Sabournar4 advises light brown or white 
veils as the safest colors to be worn. So many 
colors are injurious to the skin.

The’ Frisco receivership 
had an-extraordinary bad influence upon 
American securities in France. I would not 
undertake to sell United States government 
bonds there at this time. In my opinion, the 
French bankers were as much to blame as 
any one for the sale, in France, of Friscq 
paper. But it has not been presented that 
way to French investors. They have been 
given to understand and, believe that the 
fault all lies on this side. ’ 

“Since my return I have been led to be- 
lieve that while the volume of general busi- 
ness is large, new business is slowing up.’’ 


Reynolds Favors Currency Bill. 

George M. Reynolds, president of the Continentatl 
and Commercial National bank, returned yes- 
terday from Washington, where conferences were 
held with the administration concerning the cur- 
Fency bill. Mr. Reynolds said: 

“ There is little to add to what ‘ The Tribune’ 
hed this morning concerning our work at Wash- 
ington. I am confident that the currency bill as it 
finally merges from congress will be a satisfactory 
ope. It is expected that such changes as may be 
demonstrated to be reasonable will be made in the 
bill.
